CHICAGO (AP)—Violent slrccl fighting erupted in a pre- 


dominantly Puerto Rican neighborhood on Chicago's North 
Side Sunday night after a policeman shot a Pucrlo Riean 
youth he said had threatened him with a gun. 
The rock- 


throwing mobs numbered more than 1,000, police said. The 
rioters tipped a police car on its side and burned it. Another 
squad car was heavily damaged. 
Windshields of many 


more were broken by rocks and hurled pop bottles, 
fire 


was started in another police car, but quickly extinguished. 


By midnight at least two dozen persons had been injured 


and more than 30 jailed. 
Police were pelted with rocks, 


bottles and debris as they died to disperse the crowds in a 
10-squarc-block area. Sporadic gunfire could be heard and 
looting was reported in several shops. Patrolman Thomas 
Munyon, 25. Hie officer who shot tlic youth, described the 
incident: 


"My partner and I went into this alley to break up a fight. 


This guy started to pull a gun from under his shirt and 1 
shot him. There were about 10 or 15 persons in the alley. 
So my partner and I put Ihe wounded man into a car and 
got out of there."

Turning Point 
Coming In Viet? 


Many American Officials 


Seem To Think So

WASHINGTON (AP) _ High 


administration officials believe 
expanding U.S. combat opera- 
tions in iVet Nam may hasten a 
turning point in the war against 
Communist conquest in South 
Viet Nam. 


A new tone of optimism is ap- 


parent in official comment here, 
although it is not universally 
shared. Some highly placed offi- 
cials 
fear 
that the 
military 


gains now being regislered may 
be frustrated by new political 
violence in South Viet Nam or 
by some strategic shift on the 
parl of Communist forces. 


However the dominant admin- 


istration line as developed pri- 
marily by Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara and ap- 
parently supported by Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk is that polit- 
ical turmoil among the South 
Vietnamese 
this 
spring 
had 


caused only temporary — even 
though serious — setbacks lo 
the 
anti-Communist fight 
and 


"substantial military progress" 
has been made in recent weeks. 


In a joint news conference 


with Rusk at the White House 
Saturday, McNamara also told 
reporters that offensive opera- 
tions by the United States, South 
Vietnamese and allied forces 
had 
frustrated 
plans 
of the 


Communist high command for a 
"monsoon offensive." 
BALANCE 


Other officials' indicate that 


the total amount of damage 
which allied forces are now able 
tn inflict on Communist forces is 
almost in balance with the gains 
which the Communists are able 


lo make by way of infiltration of 
troops from North Viet Nam 
and recruitment in the south. 


They regard this as an impor- 


tant measure of progress be- 
cause a critical point in the war, 
from the administration view, is 
expected to be reached when 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam- 
ese losses exceed their infiltra- 
tion and recruitment rate. 


Johnson administration lead- 


ers have hoped that such a point 
might be reached early next 
year. Some now wonder wheth- 
er it may develop more rapidly, 
depending on both military and 
political developments in South 
Viet Nam. 
MORE TROOPS 


McNamara 
disclosed 
Satur- 


day that 18,000 more American 
troops will go to Viet Nam in 
the next 45 days, raising the 
total of U.S. forces in the south 
to 285,000. 


Officials reported that almost 


all the U.S. reinforcements now 
going in would add to combat 
strength in the field rather than 
to base security and logistical 
operations. 


Pessimists in the government 


argue that political opposition to 
the Saigon administration has 
knocked out anti-Communist of- 
fensives in South Viet Nam's 
chief northern provinces around 
Hue for several weeks. They 
also claim lhat large areas in 
other parts of the country are 
under 
Viet Cong 
domination 


with 
the 
Communist 
troops

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Blockbuster Department 


Whoever holds the office of President of the United 


States, wields more power than any single individual ever 
has before. What may not be so generally realized is that 
the Secretary of Defense, now in the person of Robert 
McNamara, is in a position of power second only to that of 
the President. The Department of Defense is the subject 
of an article by Carl L. Biemiller in a recent issue of The 
Orange Disc, a publication of the Sun Oil Company. As 
Biemiller puts it, "The President speaks; the Secretary 
moves the organization..." 


The Department of Defense is an appalling organization, 


so ..huge and varied, as to almost defy human comprehen- 
sion! 


It- is the biggest single buyer of most things sold in this 


couritry. 


It. is the nation's biggest employer and if the war in Viet 


Nafn continues will have some 4,186,000 persons on its 
payroll, 3,08-3,000 of them in uniform. 
Even in relatively 


peaceful times, the Department is responsible for about 10 
per cent of the nation's total employment,", . .for some 6.7 
million persons are engaged in defense work either directly 
by the Federal Government or by private contractors." 


Defense money pays for half of the total national re- 


search and development effort. 


With supplemental appropriations for carrying on the 


Vietnamese war, the Department is spending 10 per cent 
of the nation's gross national product and more than: 
". . .half of everybody's Federal income taxes. And the end 
is not in sight." 


These are dimensions of size chosen by Biemiller to 


describe the Department of Defense, and they are awe- 
some indeed. 


When our government was organized in 1V89, the military 


power of the country was co-ordinated under the War De- 
partment. 
That its name should now be the Department of 


Defense, is indicative of the changing role of the military 
in the modern world. With the coming of the Atomic Age, 
in which all out war could very well destroy the civilized 
world, military power is primarily useful as a means to 
deter wars rather than fight them. 


.The thinking of the military man has had to undergo a 


radical change. 


Biemiller points out, ".. .politically usable military power 


might be H weapon as prosaic as a can of beans as well as 
erotic as a Nike Zeus unit to destroy enemy satellites." 
Thus it is that the Department of Defense is- concerned 
With everything from "...school and housing programs 
within the nations with whom the United States has mu- 
tual defense pacts" to the development, operation and se- 
curity of the new Combat Operations Center of the North 
American Air Defense Command, buried under Colorado's 
10,000 foot Mt. Cheyenne. 
,In Monterey, California, it runs one of the world's most 


exceptional language schools; 60 foreign tongues are taught. 


The Department's Corps of Engineers is concerned with 


the .maintenance of the nation's rivers and harbors. It was 
involved in the exploration of Antartica. 
It is concerned 


\yi.th oceanographic studies of the sea, not only for military 
purposes but as a possible source of food and raw materials 
that will be needed to sustain the soaring populations of the 
future. 


It is concerned with medical advances applied to the 


saving of human life as well as with the fact that if there 
ar,e.210 million Americans in 1970, 149 million might be 
killed by a properly timed atomic attack. 


.Biemiller observes that while all this is going on, ".. .the 


Department of Defense, today the key cabinet rank division 
of President Johnson's Executive Department, goes about 
its business, our business. 
It is probably the most com- 


plex, intricate, and highly organized agency ever created 
by any governmental system." 


_Considering- the dangerous paths that lie ahead and the 


pivotal position which the United States holds in the affairs 
of the world today, one can only hope the massive, many 
sided Department of Defense does its work well. 


Computerized Cow 


It was inevitable that electronic data processing was 


leave its impact on the farm, as it has on industry and 
some day may do in the home. Who though would" have 
predicted old Elsie would have the milk she gives and the 
feed she consumes measured by a computer, which reports 
regularly on her performance to the farmer? 
_ Such is the case on about 10,000 farms in the United 
States, and the number of dairy farms automating their 
herds is increasing under the steady pressure of competi- 
tion and government regulation. 


Dairy farmers in the northeastern stales who are mem- 


bers of a new type cooperative receive monthly reports 
from a computer located at Cornell University. These re- 
ports are compiled by the computer from information gath- 
ered by milk samplers who visit the farms ench month. 


Included in the computerized data is the amount and 


butterfat content of milk produced by each cow, how much 
profit each cow makes above feed cost, how much feed each 
cow should receive, when each cow should be bred and which 
bull it should be mated with, and how long each cow should 
rest after calving. 


Computers are beginning to go beyond mere dollar and 


cents reporting for farmers, projecting in some cases the 
investment of a particular farm would require to produce 
a desired yield. In some instances computers have been 
utilized to make farm mnnngemejit decisions such as what 
labor distribution is the most efficient and whether a given 
farm could more easily inereRse its profitability by add- 
ing more acreage, obtaining new implements or moderniz- 
ing its present setup. 


Farmers who farmed "by the book" once were derided 


by their neighbors. Today, the farmer who doesn't employ 
scientific methods of farming is almost as rare as an auto 
mechanic who has never seen an automatic transmission 


Exotic equipment such as computers will never appear on 


every farm but those enterprises with sufficient acreage, 
herds and labor to benefit from a maximum utilization of 
all its resources had better look twice before deciding the 
electron tube cannot produce. 


: Pressures In Europe 


While inflationary pressures in the U.S. may be slowing 


a trifle, Western Europe still is forced to take measures 
against expanding prices, wages and credit. 
The Belgian 


National Bank has raised its discount rate from 4*', to BU 
per cent, following similar action by the central banks of 
West Germany and the Netherlands. 


Balian wages are more closely tied to the consumer price 


index than elsewhere in Europe, a situation complicated 
this year by wage awards greatly in excess of productivity. 
The rise in the discount rate, therefore, should not have been 
any great surprise to American and European money mar- 
kets. 


With discount rates in 
Europe ranging up to Great 


Britain s 6 per cent, Belgium's action puts her in line with 
other countries. 
France, which expects to maintain its 


current &/•> per cent rate, is the exception. But then France 
stands apart, fiscally as well as politically.

Former Sticker

Controversial school b o a r d 


critic James E. Challenger has 
made an election • eve bid to 
get out of the St. Joseph Board 
of 
Education race

trying to get in it the past year. 


Ballots listing his name were 


distributed t h i s morning to 
early voters because the date 
for officially withdrawing from 
the race was May 17. 


Yesterday 
Mrs. 
Challenger 


delivered a letter to the home 
of Supt. Richard E. Ziehmer. 
She reported it contained a 
statement that he was with- 
drawing. 


No reason was given. 
The announcement on Chal- 


lenger, 40, of 1107 Highland 
avenue, St. Joseph, president of 
two I, a P o r t e , Ind. heating 
equipment firms, was a bizarre 
turn of events. Challenger once 
went to court in an attempt to 
get his name on the ballot. 


Mrs. 
Challenger 
said 
her 


husband "did not have a state- 
ment to make at this time" 
regarding why he was with- 
drawing, but she said he defi- 
nitely would not serve even if 
elected. 
FOUR CANDIDATES 


The ballot lists four candi- 


dates running for the two four- 
year terms. They are Ray M, 
Dumke, incumbent, Harold J, 
Elias, Challenger and Hames C. 
Mason. 


Not affected would be the 


race among three candidates 
for the two-year unexpired term 
of Donald W. 
Weiland 
who 


resigned after moving out of the 
school district. The candidates 
in that race are Arthur Fran- 
zen, 
Louis F. Schroeder and 


Douglas Burr. 


Challenger filed a nominating 


petition last year to seek a four- 
year term on the board and 
immediately challenged Board 
President Collins Gillespie. 


Later, the petitions were ruled 


out because Challenger did not 
own property at the time of 
filing. 


Challenger challenged the rul- 


ing, saying he could not find any 
provision in the election laws 
that said he had to own property 
at the time of filing and added 
that if elected and if owning 
property was a condition of be- 
ing on the board he would have 
such property. 


Circuit Judge Philip A. Had- 


sell denied Challenger's petition 
and Challenger, an attorney, ran 
on stickers. 


He charged Gillespie with in- 


terference with school admini- 
strators. He organized a staff, 
mostly women, who distributed 
stickers at polls. Challenger poll- 
ed 717 votes to 1,134 for Dr. 
Dean K. Ray and 859 for Gilles- 
pie. 
NOT APPOINTED 


On the basis of his showing in 


the 1965 election—in which he 
claimed 45 per cent of the voters 
supported him—Challenger criti- 
cized the board for not appoint- 
ing him to the 60-man Citizens 
Advisory Council set up last win- 
ter. Mrs. Challenger in a state- 
ment last Dec. 17 called the Ad-

Council nothing more
